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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acl<nowledges a submission of the amendment and arguments filed on 
September 5, 2006. Claims 15 and 17-21 are deleted; Claim 16 is amended. 
Amendment and arguments have overcome rejections under 103(a). 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
An amended independent Claim 16 discloses method for an air ionization, which inter 
alia, includes: providing different polarity of the high-voltage to one pair of ionizing 
electrodes mounted in separate conducting cages located adjacent to each other, each 
of the cages provided with an opening opposite the electrode; generating, an external 
electric field by providing electrical potential difference between the cages with 
reference to the ground; whereby some of the ions generated from the electrodes 
escape outside the cages due to the presence of external electric field. 

The closest reference for the claim is Pitel et al., which discloses, among other 
limitation, some of the ions generated from the electrodes escaping outside and moving 
in direction of other electrode due to the presence of electric field between the 
electrodes (shown in Fig. IB and 1C). However, it does not disclose the electrodes 
mounted in separate cages and balancing unit. 

Gefter et al. disclose the electrodes (7 and 8 in Fig. 1 ) mounted in separate 
conducting cages (the upper and bottom spaces separated by element 1 1 in Fig. 1 ) 
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located adjacent to each other, each of the cages provided with an opening opposite the 
electrode. 

However, Gefter et al. does not disclose each of the cages being provided with 
electrical potential difference between the cages and the ground; as a matter of fact, 
both cages In Gefter et al. have the same potential. It further does not disclose the 
cages generating an external electric field. 

Allowability resides, at least in part, in the above-described limitations, which has 
not been disclosed in the Prior Art in a search.
